New Illinois 
Pharmacy Code 
Now in Effect 


SPRINGFIELD W-Your favor­ 
ite Illinois druggist doesn’t have 
to be a druggist at all, under a new 
law’. 
One of the major changes in a 
new slate pharmacy code which 
was passed by the 1955 Legislature 
and went into effect Jan. I. pro­ 
vides that you don’t have to be a 
pharmacist to own a drug store. 
The old law required drug store 
owners 
to be either registered 
pharmacists, members of a part­ 
nership in which each active mem­ 
ber was a pharmasit or part of 
a corporation, any two officers of 
which were pharmacists. 
The new law doesn’t say any­ 
thing about ownership, but requires 
only that drug stores must have 
qualified persons employed to com­ 
pound and dispense drugs. 
Code Defines “Qualified’ 
“Qualified persons,” 
according 
to the new code, are either regis­ 
tered assistant pharmacists work­ 
ing under the direction and super­ 
vision of pharmacists. 
The new code also is aimed at 
raising standards among pharma­ 
cists. 
Formerly, 
registered 
assistant 
pharmacists without any formal 
pharmacy education were permit 
ted to take the state examination 
for registered pharmacists. 
The 
new law will cut off this privilege 
after Dec. 31. 1964. and limit the 
state examination to those with 
formal pharmacy training. 
The old law required that ap 
prentice pharmacists be 16 years 
of age and graduates of elemen­ 
tary school. The new code requires 
a high school diploma. 
Change Apprentice Rules 
The new law also requires that 
pharmacy students gain their re­ 
quired one - year 
apprenticeship 
sometime after they have had one 
year of* pharmacy school. 
Under 
the old law. apprenticeship experi­ 
ence could be gained before taking 
any formal training. 
Apprentices 
will 
be required.

McKay Denies He

WASHINGTON (U.R) — Interior 
Secretary Douglas McKay faid to­ 
day he has no intention of resign­ 
ing during President Eisenhower’s 
current term. 
Speculation that he might resign 
started when McKay said in Hono­ 
lulu Dec. 20 that he would like to 
retire and take it easy in places 
like his home state of Oregon and 
Hawaii. 
“I was appointed by President 
Eisenhower to serve at his pleas­ 
ure,” McKay said in an interview, 
“and I certainly will continue to 
do that through his term.” 
But McKay would not be pinned 
down on whether he would con­ 
tinue in his post if Mr. Eisenhower 
were to be reelected and asked 
him to serve again. 
He made it 
clear without stating his position 
in so many words that that would 
be a question to be answered by 
the White House. 
No Immediate Decision 
“We’ll crass that bridge when we 
come to it,” he said. 
The former Oregon governor also 
said he is not perturbed by reports 
that Democratic leaders will de­ 
mand his resignation because of 
timber, wildlife, water resources 
and other policies the interior de­ 
partment has followed under his 
administration. 
He has been ac­ 
cused of following a “giveaway” 
policy with public resources. 
“When I was governor somebody 
was always mad at me,” McKay 
said. “I just go down the line and 
do what I think is best and forget 
it.” 
Reaching for his brief case, he 
pulled out a typewritten quotation 
by Lincoln and handed it to a re­ 
porter. The opening line read: “If 
I were to try to read, much less 
answer, all the attacks made on 
me, this shop might as well be 
closed for any other business.”
